O this Common: councell came divers Members of the hong- 

T rable Honſe of Commons, as a Committee appointed by that 
Houſe ; Andafter fone ſhort preamble made by Sir Robert Harley 
Knight,and Giles Green Eſquire, they preſented an Order of the ſaid 
. Houle, made the fifth day of this inſtant Iul; whereby the ſaid 
Committeeare aytharized tacunterre with this Common=councell, 
and ſuch as they fhalF appeint, atk with the EE anden of the 
Sonldiers in London, concerning their Engagement for the ſafety of 
the King and Parliament during the jatended Treaty, and touching 
the mariner of their ſecuritic ; The which order was here openly 
read, andthe fame Committees having withdrawn 'ther(alyes, this - 
Court took this butindfle, being of great concernment,'into debate / 
and confideration ; and doe declare, T hat if his Majeſty ſhall come up to 
tbe Cityof London, there 10 T reat with bis Parliament for the fetling-f a 
fafe and wel-grounded Peaceyjhis Court ( as much as in them lyetb) will (by 
the bleſſgp of God) diferid His Mayeſties Royall perſon , and the Parliamenty f 
in honor and ſafity aga5uft <1 viotentewbatſeever,rith their lives ande ftves 
during thi Treaty, according to the Covenant. 

And ttrther in perſuance ofthe laid Order, it is ordered by this 
Court, That Mr, Alderman Langham, Mr. Alderman Bance, Mr. Al- 
derman Av:ry,Mr.Alderman Bige,Mr.A{d.Pack , and Mr. Alderman 
Browne, oranythree of them-y' Mr." Fincent, Mr. Edwin Brown, Nr, 
Archer, Mr. Nathaniel Hall, Mr. Dep. Chamberlain, Mr. William B ate- 
man, Major Chamberlain, Mr. Peter Tones, Mr. Dep. C lexes, Mr. Dep 
Ghd, Mr. Chetwin,and Mr. Miller, or any fix of them, ſhall bee nd 
they are by this Court appointed a Committee to conferre with the 
faid Committee of Parliament : As namely, with Mr. Fbiz!ock, Mr. 
Smixfen,&c.touching the manner of the ſecuri <5 fpr the ſafety of the 
Kingaod Parliament, ducing the Treatie; And to conlider what 
thingy are fit to hee propoundedfor the better enabling of this Courr 
to peciorme their laidengagement, and all things conducing there « 
unto ; and to this parpoſe,they are alſo tg conler wich,the comman=

VI engagement of this City for the ſafetic of the King'and 

Parliament during the intended Treatiec, and touching the manner 
of their ſecurity; did now preſent unto this Court a Paperexprefs. 
fing their progrefle and proceedings therein; The which was hereo« 
penly read, and every particular therein conlidered of,and ſome alte» 
ration was made in the anſwersgiven tothe propolitians made bythe 
ſaid Honorable Committee : the tenor whereot is as followeth,-viz, 

The ſaid honorable Commitre did defire that the Military For- 
ces,and the Court of Common-councel!, would fatishe them what 
they intend and mean by thoſe words in the Petition of the Milita« 
ry Officers,wherein the Peticion of the Common-councell'to the 
Parliament doth concurre,; Viz. That the King and Parliament may 
meet and T reat with Freedome, Honor, and Safety, according to the-anciens 
Fundamental Conſtitntions of this King dome. 

To this the Committee of the Common=councell made anfiver as 
followeth, viz, By theſe words| The King and Parliament may meer 
and Treat with Honor, Freedome,and Safety, accordingto the an- 
cient Fundamentall conſtitations of this Kingdome) we mean, That 
the King and Parliamentnay meet and Treat free from force or vio« 
lence, which we conceive to be according to the ancient Fundamen* 
tall conſtitutions of this Kingdome. 

The ſaid honorable Committee did further deſire , that the Com- 
mittee of Common=councell would fatisfie them, what is meant by 
theſe words; Viz That they will defend His Majeſties ryall perſon, and 
the Parliament, during the T reatie, according to their Covenant. 

The Committee of Common-councell did give anſwer thereunto 
as follow th: viz. By thoſe words Todefend the King and Par» 
liament according to theCovenant |we mean,that during the Trea- 
ty we will defend the King and Parliament ( as much as in us lyeth ) 
free from all force and violence. 

The ſaid Honorable Committee did further defire,that the Com- 
mirtee of Common-councell ——_ ſatisfe them, what they Fins

tend and mean in- the Petition of the Miliciary Officers, wherein the 
Petition'of the Common-councell concur) by the word | Freedom] 
in the laſt clauſe ; and likewiſe what they mean by theſe words| otber- 
wiſe interrupt. 

To'this the Committe of the Common-councellgave the ſeverall 
anſivers following, viz. By the word [Freedome | wee underitand 
free from forceand violence;and by the words| otherwiſe interrupt] 
wee meane all hoſtile forces whatloever 3 the which anſwers were 
approved of by this Court. "o" 

The faid honorable Committee did further propund, tlaat in caſe 
the: Parliament ſhall make choice of this City to bee the placeof, the 
Treaty,” and that the Common-councell on the behalf of the City, 
docingage themſelves to defend both' King and Parliament from 
violence duringthe Treaty(whethertbe City mall maintain their Guards 
at their own charge.) » 45044 | 
- To whichthe Commictee of Common-counce!l did anſwer, that 
the fame being a matter of charge, muſt be reſolved. by Common- 
councell, and that they would acquaint the Commone«councell 
therewith; Concerning this queſtion, this Court did take the ſame 
into their ſerious conſideration, and after ſomedebate had thercup- 
onxthis-Conrtdeclared,thatiFrhe ſaid intended Tteaty be in London, 
that then the City will for the preſent defray the charge for the 
maintaining of the Military Guards, for the purpole aforeſaid, du- 
ringthe Treaty,and afterwards refer themſelves to King and Parlia- 
mentfor fatisfaQtion thereof. 

- '\Thefaid honorable Committee did further propoſe, that in caſe 
the King ſhall not conſent and agreeto ſuch things as ſhall bee pro- 
pounded and inſiſted on by both Houſes of Parliament,in this Treaty 
tor aſafe and well-grounded peace[ whether they will undert oke and en- 
gage that the Perſon of the Kinz ſball be diſpoſed of as both Houſer of Parliax 
men ſpall think fit. | > -14-Þ 

To which the ſaid Committee of Commore=councell did anſwer as 
followeth,v;zz. Under the favour of this honorable Committee, we 
cannotunderſtand by the Order of the Honorable Houſe of Com- 
mons, which was delivered unto us for rhis Treaty, That there js any 
thing therein mentioned , tending to that which by this honorable 
Committee propounded concerning the delivery up of the King in 
cale of the King and Parliamentdid not agree. 
- And thefaid honorable Committee did further declare, (that they 
werenot ſatufied with this an/wer co.erning the diſpoſing of the Kings per-

ſenin caſe the King and Parliament did not agree;and did expeft a further 
anſwer. 

To which the Committee of Corhmon councelldid anfwer and 
ſay, That they would acquaint the Common-conncell therewith; 
Concerning which propolttion, this Court did take the, ſameinto 
their ſerious conſideration, and upon a full and large debate there- 
apon, did declate;that in caſe theſaid intended Treaty (ball. bee In 
Londox, and that His Majeſty and His Parliament ſhould not.agree 
Cwhich God forbid)then they conceive themſelves bound rofabmie 
to the wifdome of both Houſes of Parliament, | oy 

The ſaid Honorable Committee didhkewilſe defire (th the'Com 
mittee of Common=conncell, and the Military Officers, ſbou!d ſatisfietbem in 
what manner, and by what meanes, they will make good their engagement, 
by defending the King and P arliament againſt all viloence. ow 

To which the Committee of Common-councell made anſwer 
and propounded as followeth, viz. We doe declare,and we are ready 
according to our Engagement, (as much as in us lyeth) by the T rai- 
ned Bands of the City, and the late Lines of Communication'to 
og and defend the King and Parliament from all force and vio- 
enc2- And to theend thar wee may beednabled to perform the ſame, 
wee doe humbly offer, That the nance for the uniting of the 
Military Forccs within the late Lines of Communication and thg 
Pariſhes ofthe Weekely Bills of Mortality; to the Forcegof the City, 
to bee one intire Militia, may bee ſpeedilypafſed. .... .. 
| That the Militia may be enabled toraile ſuch other Forces as they 
ſhall finde needfull,ta carry them through this: ſervice ; Andthat no 
other Forces may bee raiſed, or-made uſe of within this City and late 
Lines of Communication, but by. Authority of the ſaid Militia by 
conſent of Common=councell..
